This past spring, with help from the previous pastoral council, in 
particular Philip Thompson and Aaron Johnson, we put on a series of 
informational evenings on the structure of our new pastoral council. 
We had 38 parishioners that participated in theses three evenings. I 
am hoping to have the new commissions and pastoral council in place 
by September; however, I cannot do it without your help. 

In the coming weeks, I am asking that you pray about the possibility of 
being on one the five parish commissions. I am looking for 6-9 people 
who would be willing to serve no more than a three-year term on one of 
the commissions. The pastoral council is made of two people from 
each of the five commissions, one person that is appointed by the 
pastor, and the pastor himself. 

The five commissions will meet once a month for what we call 
Leadership Night. There may be times when a commission will need to 
meet on their own in addition to this monthly meeting. During the 
Leadership Night, there will be some time for prayer, as well as time for 
each commission to meet separately. Towards the end of the 
Leadership Night, each commission will come together and give a brief 
report to one another on the workings of their commission. Then 
pastoral council will meet right after the Leadership Night. 

I am sure that this new structure of the five-parish commission and the 
pastoral council seems a bit confusing, but in the end, I know it will 
make more sense as we move through this transition together as a 
parish community. 

The five commissions are worship, formation, outreach, administration, 
and community. I have included a flow chart of this new structure in 
the bulletin. A few keys to understanding the flow chart: 2 ” 

represents that there will be two pastoral council members that will 

come from each of the five commissions. This line “.” 

represents that there will be one staff person assigned to each of the 
commissions as a resource person. 

Next week, I will give a more detail description of each of the five 
commissions.

OLBH Library Expands CD Collection 

In addition to the almost 900 books in the OLBH 
Library, the collection now includes CD’s of spoken 
word recordings. We are very pleased to receive 
this donation which consists of talks on a variety 
of topics. We’re grateful to David Allardyce for 
making these inspiring discussions available to the 
parish. These include presentations by well 
known clergy, theologians, lay people, and athletes 
which will increase the knowledge of your faith 
and provide food for thought. The CD’s will be 
handy to play in your car as you travel well as on 
your home players. This week they’re on display 
in front of the library and after that are always 
ready for checkout inside the library. Find them 
on the new shelving which was constructed by an 
anonymous volunteer to accommodate our 
expanding audiovisual collection. 

Several CD’s are presentations by well known 
speakers. Archbishop Fulton J. Sheen’s topics 
include the true meaning of Christmas as well as 
his thoughts to married couples. Father John 
Corapi and Father William Casey often appear on 
programs on EWTN and share their theology about 
applying Christ’s teachings to our own lives. 

In addition there are CD’s on topics which are 
always relevant as we develop our understanding 
of Catholicism. Among these are: the theology of 
the body, discussions of basic Catholic beliefs in 
the Eucharist and confession, and presentations 
by people who have found or returned to Christ. 
For those who enjoy programs about historical 
subjects, there is one about the Holy Shroud of 
Turin and its authenticity as well as another on 
the biographies of the recent popes. 

Included in the new collection are three messages 
from professional athletes who speak about the 
importance of their Catholic faith and how it 
affected their life journeys. Jesse Romero is a 
World Police Olympics boxing champion. 
Professional baseball players Darrell Miller, 
formerly with the California Angels, and Mike 
Sweeney, of the Seattle Mariners, tell their 
personal stories which will be especially relevant to 
our youth. 

Keep checking back to the library to see our 
ongoing expansion of audiovisual materials for 
your learning and enjoyment. If you still own a 
VHS player, there are many choices for your 
viewing. I will continue to update parishioners 
with the new titles in subsequent OLBH parish 
bulletins.

Becky Davies, who is a new parishioner to our 
parish community of OLBH, leaves Sunday morning 
to be a Jesuit volunteer for a year in Ecuador. Becky 
will be working with Rostro de Cristo (literally “face 
of Christ”) a Catholic Mission organization. 

The volunteers live in an intentional Christian 
community “living simply” and “being with” the 
people of the community. They live in houses of 4-6 
people, embedded in parts of Guayaquil, Ecuador, a 
city of 3 million. Becky will be in Mount Sinai, a 
“new” settlement, consisting of a combination of 
people who cannot afford the expenses of the city, 
along with people who are migrating in from rural 
areas in an attempt to find work. 

Becky will be working in a medical clinic and 
probably teaching some classes. They have a 
number of women’s support groups, English classes, 
and classes for street kids in the Juvenile Detention 
Center there. In addition the volunteers will be 
participating in the apparently, very robust church 
life. 

Becky graduated from Creighton in May. She chose 
to spend this year of service after her experience at 
Creighton, and exposure to Catholic Social Teaching 
classes and ideas of social justice, as a way to serve 
the poor, broaden her own horizons, and learn 
Spanish. 

Please keep these missionaries in your prayers this 
week and the coming year.
